THE ELLIOTT CASE 


Editorially, in two full columns of type, the Los 
Angeles Examiner has undertaken to browbeat the of- 
offloials of Orange county into doing what the Examiner 
hysterically declares should be done. 
Attacked on all 
sides upon charges of lack of patriotism, accused of hav­ 
ing given aid to the enemy of the United States, the 
Examiner in recent weeks has seized upon numerous 
affairs which, with great assumption of piety, it has used 
as avenues to parade its declarations of loyalty. One of 
those affairs concerns the killing of Eugene Young by 
“Walking’’ Elliott at La Habra. 
The Examiner has 
seized upon some of the circumstances of that unfor­ 
tunate affair to make out an editorial headed “Shall 
Slayer of Young Mock Law?" The array of details that 
are the basis of the decision of District Attorney West 
not to authorize a murder complaint are carefully over­ 
looked by the Examiner in its frothy outcry for the 
prosecution of Elliott. 
No real American can ever cease to regret the cir­ 
cumstances that brought about the death of Eugene 
Young. 
Young was a loyal, useful citizen. 
Elliott has 
long been recognized as an eccentric of a stubborn, un­ 
reasonable type. 
Any man who prods a mule is likely 
to get kicked, and anyone who tries to capture a rattle­ 
snake with his bare hands stands a line chance of being 
bitten. Young tried something of that sort. 
After what Elliott had said previous to the shooting, 
everyone will agree that at least he should have been 
placed where his mountings need not drive loyal citizens 
to fury. 
All of that, however, is not involved in the question 
of fact as brought out at the coroner's inquest and at the 
preliminary examination of “Walking” Elliott. 
Young 
had told Elliott that he “would get him,” and thereafter 
he went to Elliott’s room, and the testimony—the 
Examiner notwithstanding—was that Young battered 
down Elliott’s door in spite of Elliott’s warnings. Young 
was not an officer, and he had no warrant for Elliott. 
He did have proper complaint for Elliott's arrest. 
The 
law prescribes a way for Young or any other citizen to 
have proceeded against him. Young did not follow that 
procedure. 
The law sets down in plain black and white 
under what circumstances a man may be taken from his 
domicile. That question has been up in too many criminal 
trials in this state to admit of controversy. The district 
attorney found that under the law, Elliott had a right to 
resist the attempt to break into his room. The testimony 
that Young had told Elliott that he “would get him” had 
to be taken into consideration. 
Following a conference with other officials, the dis­ 
trict attorney concluded that it would be an utter waste 
of public money for him to attempt to prosecute Elliott 
for murder, and, despite the demand for Elliott’s prosecu­ 
tion, the district attorney declared that he would do his 
duty in the case. 
Impelled by a calm deliberation as to what his duty 
is, the district attorney of this county is not likely to 
spend the county’s money in a murder trial merely to 
furnish a holiday for the Examiner. 
Elliott is being 
prosecuted upon a charge of assault with a deadly 
weapon with intent to murder Constable Ashley, who 
engaged in an exchange of shots with Elliott after Young 
was shot. 
No murder charge has been brought, 
lf the 
district attorney’s office discovers new evidence by which 
he thinks a charge of murder ran be sustained, without 
the slightest question the charge of murder will be 
brought at once. No such evidence—again the Examiner 
notwithstanding—has been discovered. 
If it is found, 
the district attorney will take whatever action he deeifis 
wise under the law, and rest assured, the district 
attorney’s desire to handle seditionists with a tiny hand 
has never been questioned by any newspaper other 
than the Examiner, whose loyalty itself Is under the 
severest kind of fire from many sources. 
Whatever the verdict of the Jury that tries Elliott on 
a charge of attempting to kill Ashley may be, we certainly 
will agree that Elliott ought to be kept in confinement, 
at least until after the war is over. His mental capacity 
and his peculiar disposition are so well known that no 
further comment upon that point is necessary. 
With 
the charges now against him, with federal accusations 
pending, it will doubtless be a long time, even should 
he not be convicted of the attack on Ashley, before 
he gets his freedom.

OFFICIALS DENY 


Surplus Exists, ’Tis Said, and 
No Stringent Regulations 
Are Proposed 


WASHINGTON, 
June 
8.—Reports 
to the effect that a gasoline shortage 
prevails are untrue. 
There 
is 
no 
shortage of transportation. 
There is 
a surplus of gasoline. 
Tank cars are standing idle in the 
yards of many gasoline distributors. 
Reports to the effect that 
gasoline 
and kerosene are to be mixed to con­ 
serve gasoline and cards are to be is­ 
sued for the use of gasoline, 
with 
motor cars on a ration of I gallon a 
day are labeled by government offic­ 
ials as propaganda fostered by manu­ 
facturers of appliances designed to 
operate on kerosene or on a limited 
supply of gasoline. 
Government officials do not deny 
the probability of a gasoline shortage 
in the future when the government 
reaches its maximum power in 
the 
war. 
When many thousands of air­ 
planes, tractors, trucks, tanks 
and 
passenger cars are employed, there 
is no question but that conservation 
of gasoline m ust 
accompany 
them, 
but the suggestion of gasoline cards 
of a ration of I gallon a day or a mix­ 
ture of gasoline and kerosene are un­ 
substantiated by the facts. 
H igh e r Price s Denounced 
Efforts by oil producers to withhold 
production and increase prices are 
denounced by M. L. Requa, director of 
the Oil Division, United States Fuel 
Administration, in a letter to A. C. 
Bedford, Petroleum War Service Com­ 
mittee, New York. Mr. Requa states: 
“I cannot too strongly 
emphasize 
the statem ent that the 
government 
will not at this time view with 
ap­ 
proval any further advance in 
the 
price of crude oil. 
Because of 
the 
war and the demands that are being 
made for various essential products 
it is obvious that the law of supply 
and demand has broken down. 
"Will you, therefore, make it plain 
to the producers of oil that the Oil 
Division believes there is no justifica­ 
tion for an advance in the price of 
crude oil at this time and will expect 
the industry to co-operate with the 
Oil Division in an endeavor to main­ 
tain existing 
prices 
as 
maximum 
prices. 
"Competition in the form of pay­ 
ment of bonus should also 
be 
re­ 
strained. I do not mean by this that 
varying prices should not be paid for 
oils of varying quality, but these dif­ 
ferentials 
once 
established 
should 
not be further advanced. 
“I shall be obliged if yogi will give 
full publicity to these views and take 
the m atter up with the Advisory Com­ 
mittee on Pro'duction, affiliated with 
your committee, for full consideration 
and report.” 
The price of gasoline to the Allies 
has been fixed by the Fuel Adminis­ 
tration aa follows: 
F. o. b. Gulf ports, 21 cents per 
gallon. 
F. o. b. Atlantic 
seaboard, 
23% 
cents per gallon. 
United States Navy specifications 
apply in both instances. 
Prices of fuel oil for 
the 
Allies 
were fixed as follows: 
F. o. b. Gulf ports, 5% cents per 
gallon by British Admiralty specifica­ 
tions; 5bi cents per gallon by United 
States Navy specifications.

FULLERTON, Juno 
8.—Tile first 
week in June has started the month 
off on such a strong pace that it be­ 
gins to look as though the first six 
months of 1918 are going to be big 
ones in the history of the develop­ 
ment of the great southern oil fields. 
A few weeks ago at a big meeting of 
the oil men at the Chamber of Mines 
and Mining at Los Angeles. Thos. A. 
O’Donnell, director of production, oil 
division of the fuel administration, ap­ 
pealed to the large representative 
body of Southern California oil pro­ 
ducers to attack the tiling in front of 
them—produce more oil. 
“Produce 
More Oil” has become the slogan of 
the southern field, and, judging from 
the tremendous activity 
that 
now 
characterizes 
the 
Brea-Fullerton- 
Whittier-Montebello field, 
the oper­ 
ators of this field intend to produce 
more oil. 
l>uring the past week no less than 
six new wells 
commenced 
drilling, 
and some of those wells now have 
close to 100t» feet of hole drilled. 
Thr new wells added to the list 
of 
wells 
now 
producing 
boosted 
the 
daily output to close to 5000 barrels. 
A couple of wells at Montebello came 
in, doing 1000 barrels each, a well 
on the Murphy lease is doing 2500 
barrels and a well on tile Olinda field 
is making 300 barrels. 
There are more men at work in the 
southern fields at the present time 
than ever before. It is estimated that 
some 1200 men are busy getting out 
the oil as fast as possible. 
The oil 
companies of the Southland are pav­ 
ing out in w ages alone no less than 
$200,000 a month. 
This means that 
twice this amount is being spent for 
oil well drilling materials and sup­ 
plies each month, as it is figured that 
the labor cost tor operating is about 
naif of the expense of the materials 
used.

wells in the course of drilling. 
New 
rigs are going up at 
the 
rate 
of 
eight or ten a month 
Completions 
are running close to ten a montn. 
The number of producing wells has 
been increased to 713. 
The daily 
output ot these 713 wells has passed 
the 59,000 mark by over 300 barrels. 
The 60,000 a day record predicted 
early in the year is ahbut to be real­ 
ized! and a great effort is being made 
to produce more oil, both 
by 
the 
drilling of new webs and the clean­ 
ing and redrilling of old wells show­ 
ing a little decline in production.

of chrome ore imports 
to

absolute needs of the Government in

and 
chrome ore is essential to automobile 
steel. 
Now the stoppage of pleasure 
car making is certain. 
Bernard M. Baruch, chairman of 
the W ar Industries 
Board, 
tonight 
made the following statement In an­ 
swer to an inquiry 
concerning 
the 
automobile industry: 
“There will rot be enough steel 
for both war needs and civilian needs, 
The steel needs for war 
purposes 
will not be curtailed. The supply for 
civilian needs must be. 
Should there 
be any surplus it will be distributed 
among the non-essential industries.” 
That there will be no such surplus 
is indicated not only by Director Re- 
plogle’3 statement that the war will 
require every ton, but also by the

MORE REGULATION OF 
AUTOS IN ANGEL CITY 


Santa Ana Mountains Includ­ 
ed In New Order Issued 
By Forest Officials 


Of interest to those 
who 
spend 
their vacations in the San Jacinto or 
Santa Ana Mountains within the Cle­ 
veland 
National 
forest is the an­ 
nouncement recently made by Forest 
Supervisor M. R. Tillotson. of Escon­ 
dido, to the effect that hereafter a 
*:—■ cli permit must be had before 
camp fires may be built on National 
Forest land. 
Each / ’ear during the fire season, 
many disastrous fires are caused by 
careless 
campers 
who 
build 
their 
camp fires in a dangerous place or 
m anner or neglect to extinguish them 
This year in particular, when every 
fire which may destroy food stuffs, 
timber or stock range, 
means 
just 
that much gained by the Kaiser, it is 
especially necessary to eliminate the 
fire danger so far as possible. 
Con­ 
sequently, the Secretary 
of 
Agricul­ 
ture 
has 
extended, to include the 
Cleveland National Forest 
as 
well, 
this regulation which has heretofore 
been effective only on the Angeles Na­ 
tional Forest. 
The face of the permit gives rules 
for the safe construction and extin 
guishing of camp fires as well as gen­ 
eral rules for care with fire in the 
mountains. 
The permit also provides 
a means for Forest Officers to meet 
campers and speak to them in general 
of the fire danger and, since in issu­ 
ing a permit the cam per’s name, his 
home address and location of the pro­ 
posed camp is recorded for future ref­ 
erence, it is felt that the moral effect 
on a camper, who might otherwise be 
inclined to carelessness, will be ben­ 
eficial. 
No charge is to he mane tor the per­ 
mits. 
They may be secured from any 
Forest Officer. 
In 
Orange 
county, 
most of the permits will be handled 
by Forest Hanger J, B. Stephenson of 
Kl Toro, and by Victor Walker, sport­ 
ing goods proprietor, at Santa Ana. 
Ender tills new order, permits will 
have1 to lie secured for camping any­ 
where inside the boundaries of the 
Cleveland National Forest from Coro­ 
na southward to the southern bound­ 
ary hack of Fallbrook. 
Anyone wish­ 
ing to camp in any of the canyons in 
Orange county must get permits if 
the camp is made above the follow­ 
ing points: 
In Black Star Canyon—above the 
Shaw ranch. 
Iii Silverado Canyon or Ladd Can­ 
yon 
above the Holtz ranch. 
In Williams Canyon 
above Pleas­ 
ants' ranch. 
Iii Santiago Canyon—above Modjes- 
ka’s resort. 
In T rabuco Canyon- above the Nar­ 
rows, lo c a te d about two miles below 
the Tin Mines. 
In Bell Canyon—above Blackburn’s 
ranch. 
In Hot Springs and San Juan Can­ 
yons 
above the Hot Springs 
At all of these1 places a sign desig­ 
nating the boundary will be placed by 
the Forest Officials. 
In canyons south of the Hot Springs 
Conyon, the O’Neill line is the boun­ 
dary.

of farm equipment including trucks, 
trailers and tractors will not be re­ 
quired lo obtain licenses under the 
recent presidential proclamation.

They 
will not lie allowed to make unjust 
charges, unreasonable rates or
